Pursuant to FBI instruction (of February 2022,) to cooperate with Colombian Police. 
Portions of this information were provided to the U.S. Marshal service on 5 March 2020; and ICC. 


+ 28 October 2015, Casa Del Backpacker' [aka el Mochilero,] (Lima Peru) 


Sr. Lucero was contacted by a white American male [FNU LNU] who claims he had "tracked [Sr. 
Lucero] down." 


The American questioned Sr. Lucero regarding Sr. Lucero's beliefs $ opinions on American 
political events, and her feelings regarding the President, [and potential Presidential candidates.”] 


That hostel keeps accurate records of the names, and passport numbers of all it's guests, 
however to our knowledge, and despite numerous requests, no one in Law Enforcement has made 
any effort to contact that Hostel and obtain their records for that date. 


Sr. Lucero attempted to make a request for information to the Hostel, by international mail 
in 2018. Sr. Lucero received no response. 


Sr. Lucero was Drugged, on the following dates: 
+ October 8th, 2014, in Cusco Peru (LSD? 


* January 24th, 2015, in Cusco Peru (LSD? 
At "Paddy's Irish Pub," Calle Triunfo 124, Cusco, Peru. 


During this time, Ms. Lucero was contacted by an American [FNU LNU] who owned a sweater 
shop, on Calle Hatunrumiyoc. He asked that Ms. Lucero arrange for transport, and distribution of 
narcotics to music events in the Cusco area. 


Sr. Lucero accepted an invitation by Argentinians, to Mancora Peru for Christmas, while at the 
Casa Del Backpacker. The Argentinians? informed Sr. Lucero of their plans to later visit Colombia. 
Lucero decided to stay in Mancora, and found an apartment to rent. 

The families which owned the apartment also had several young daughters, (Ages 4-6.) 
During that time Sr. Lucero was offered one of the girls, and witnessed them being rented to older 
men.

Sr. Lucero believes to have been drugged, and possibly sexually assaulted. 
There is no recollection of what transpired in the time between when Sr. Lucero was 
incapacitated, and regained consciousness the following [day. ] 
A female neighbor invited Sr. Lucero on a date.

+ 20 January 2016, Misfit Hostel, (Mancora Peru,) (LSD? 
The owner, a [British] citizen, Rodrigo was involved in these acts, and claims to have 
been paid a large sum to participate. 
He claims it was a "prank that got out of hand." 


Americans claiming to be from Westchester County New York; and working with 
others*, were also involved. 
Tallulah Willis later claimed responsibility in an email. (See Attached] 


After confronting the Americans, regarding the drugging, Sr. Lucero decided to depart Peru; and 
flee the dangerous situation. 


It appears that the United States Intelligence Community” has been withholding pertinent 
details of this case, possibly in an effort to conceal their own participation in these acts. 
They have not been cooperative in sharing any records with our office, pursuant to this 
investigation. 


Still seeking foreign residency, while in a shelter, in Bronx New York, in February 2016, Sr. Lucero 
contacted one of the Argentinians, who invited Sr. Lucero to meet them in Bogota, Colombia; 
(however Sr. Lucero never made contact with them, upon arrival.) 


Sr. Lucero was informed later that (during a Rolling Stones concert,) the Argentinians became 
victims of a crime, and left the country. 


Sr. Lucero was contacted at Hotel Aragon, (in Candelaria,) by a European, man who gave Sr. 
Lucero his contact information on Facebook, (account name unknown at this time.) 


Sr. Lucero had likely registered the account, (now defunct,) using the email address 
starpilot66(dyahoo.com. 


The European requested that Sr. Lucero return to Mancora and take one of the girls across the 
border, for a "Wealthy donor network in Europe," who would 'take very good care of her.' 


Sr. Lucero visited his facebook page, but did not follow up with the man's request.

Sr. Lucero continued her search for housing, to establish residency in South America at that time. 


Sr. Lucero overheard Sra. Roman-Lopez speaking with a friend, indicating that she was aware Sr. 
Lucero was [under surveillance.] 


Sr. Lucero's Social Security check was reduced to $148 for May 2016 (from an average of $514,) 
and received nothing in June 2016. 
[The Social Security Administration claimed administrative errors were made, and the only 
way to correct them was to appoint Daniel J. DeNorch as her legal guardian; Owing to the 
fact Sr. Lucero was outside the country, and unable to administer her affairs while abroad. 
During that time her bank card also became unusable. ] 


Sra. Roman-Lopez introduced Sr. Lucero to Sra. Londono-Rojas who had an apartment in Egipto, 
and offered to let a room for $100 a month. 


During that time Sr. Lucero was contacted by men, who were believed to be members of the 
Colombian National Army. This was discovered by reading the Facebook messages € accounts in 
the days proceeding her flight from the country; and their photos in uniform. They spoke English, 
and questioned her about her [activities 8 intent] in Colombia.* 


During that period the women all became visibly distressed, and increasingly emotional; but would 
not verbalize their concerns to Sr. Lucero. 


During the week of June 24th they returned to the apartment, and Sr. Lucero overheard them talking 
about 'if [we] should do it now, or after dinner.' Sr. Lucero left the apartment to smoke a cigarette, 
and began walking down the hill into town, where the men began chasing after Sr. Lucero. 


Sr. Lucero took refuge in a hotel, and a short time later many motorcycles passed by revving their 
engines loudly.” Sr. Lucero remained at the hotel for a week, until a flight could be arranged outside 
Colombia; until 1 July 2016.

After repatriation to the United States Ms. Lucero was contacted on 6 September 2016 by a woman 
who did not identify herself. She informed us that "the FBI has been following you a long time." 

During that same time period we received an intimidating message on our voicemail stating 
in a mechanical voice "Warning. You are under Federal Investigation." 


Similar threats, and incidents continued for approx. 18 months afterward until about January 2018; 
including being told by white American males [FNU LNUJ] Sr. Lucero was a "runaway slave." 


Documentation, and details of the period between September 2016 - 2018, are recorded elsewhere, 
with highlights in a report shared with the Federal Public Defender's office February 2022; 
specifically focusing on contacts by American Intelligence Community / Law Enforcement. Those 
incidents were generally to instruct Sr. Lucero not to discuss [these matters] or she would be 
arrested for [making false 8: outrageous claims. ] 

The Canadian Government' also engaged in similar behavior. To add to the confusion Sr. 
Lucero was also repeatedly told by the FBI € Social Security Administration that Sr. Lucero was 
"not being forthcoming with information,"” nor "cooperating,” as well as by the Federal Public 
Defender in February 2022, that this was her "last chance to get help," if she did not disclose 
information. 


Despite dozens of requests to the 9th € 10th Circuit Court, between 2018 - 2022, Sr. Lucero has not 
been able to speak with legal counsel to be informed the nature of the situation, or be represented 
during questioning. Sr. Lucero is also concerned about sharing the names, or identities of persons, 
which may place them in harm. 


She has been repeatedly questioned by American Law Enforcement between August 2000 €z 2022 
about her knowledge regarding: 


+  Terrorist plans €z threats”” 
+ Child Trafficking 

+  Narcotics Trafficking 

* Organized Crime 


The threats by law enforcement éz others to “keep silent”; in addition to threats she is "not 
cooperating,” have been extremely disorienting. This demonstrates the need for legal counsel to 
become involved in this situation to explain to Sr. Lucero the situation; so that the interests of both 
sides are represented on record. 


Sr. Lucero received a very serious head injury which resulted in a stroke, in 2016; and has been 
repeatedly refused medical treatment since that time by various providers, on the basis she is a [gay 
Mexican drug addict. ] The condition has become much worse in December 2021.

Sr. Lucero has been disoriented by the head injury making caring for herself in daily life very 
difficult. Attempting to understand such a complex legal situation without legal counsel is 
impossible, under these or any circumstances. 

Sr. Lucero is now having seizures in response to the abusive interrogations she has 
repeatedly undergone, without the assistance of counsel or benefit of being told the nature, purpose, 
and scope of information being sought. 


Since being repatriated to the United States in 2016 Sr. Lucero has been refused emergency medical 
care due to racial bias, throughout the North America in: [Oregon, Washington, Arizona, New 
Mexico, New York, Canada and Puerto Rico;] and has been told to seek medical care elsewhere. 

American Police, Federal Courts, and State Medical Boards have refused to allow Sr. Lucero 
to file, or investigate grievances. 


Sr. Lucero never had any problems accessing high-quality medical care while living in South 
America. 


Sr. Lucero made a formal claim for Political Asylum in Canada in 2020. 


Sr. Lucero was forcibly ejected from Canada in 2021, after being interrogated, and denied legal 
counsel, at the urging of the U.S. Government, and has been waiting on the border since that time 
(for legal counsel €: medical care.)
